TO'EXHIBIT NOVEL PRODUCT 


Hamburg to Embark on Ambitious 
Project for Benefit of Local 
Needs 

Hamburg. — It Is now reported 
that the senatq of the free city ot 
Hamburg has finally resolved to carry 
into execution the project of founding 
a university for Its special needs, that 
has for so many years been the sub¬ 
ject of public discussion. 

The university, it is stated. Is to 
have only three faculties, namely: One 
for jurispudence, one for philosopav 
and one for colonial science, and the 
characteristic feature is to be the co¬ 
ordination of these sciences. The 
senate proposes not to make the uni¬ 
versity dependent on annual grants, 
but to place at its permanent disposal 
the interest on a loan of $6,250,000. 

The building suitable for the pur¬ 
pose of the university already exists, 
through the generosity of a Hamburg 
citizen, and this pbllanthrophic gen¬ 
tleman has also promised to defray 
the cost of the requisite enlargements. 

The new university will be organ¬ 
ized on the model of other German un¬ 
iversities, with the exception that 
Hamburg merchants will be represent¬ 
ed in the administration, and will be 
in close touch with the colonial de¬ 
partment.

He 
has been so Interested that his be- 
havlous has been exemplary, for thr°e 
months, and his ambition is to be dis¬ 
charged in time to see his model on 
! exhibition. 

One of the prison-made models will 
illustrate the old-fashioned Iron cells, 
made frpm corrugated Iron, which 
were,very popular with the habitual 
criminal, as it was easy to carry on 
conversation. The model is com¬ 
plete to the minutest details although 
Its measurements must be - taken in 
inches. Even the candle in the can¬ 
dlestick and the prisoner’s piece of 
soap are drawn to abate. 

Articles manufactured surreptitious¬ 
ly by convicts will also be shown 
Small models molded out ot bread and 
then colored with blacking and white¬ 
wash are often made. Skeleton ke/s 
carved from beef hopes to open the 
cell doors are among the ingenious 
pieces of work which have been found, 
and wlIT he Included in the display,- 

A series of life-size models of con¬ 
victs engaged on prison tasks will 
probably be one of the most interest¬ 
ing exhibits. Two convicts will be 
shown working at an anvil and an¬ 
other milking rope fenders for ships. 
A convlpt at work basket-weaving will 
have displayed around him specimens 
of the various types of baskets which 
are made tn prison. The actual bask¬ 
et at which the figure Is working is a 
waste-paper basket for the war de¬ 
partment. *

it Is Impossible to know God or to 
-approach Him or to worship Him ex- 
fcept through Jesus Christ, even as He 
said: No man cometh unto the-Fa:her 
but by mo; and again: Neither know- 
eth any man the Father save the Son 
I and he to whomsoever the Son will 
reveal Him tJohn xiv, 6; M%tt. xi. 27). 
All religions are either a worship of 
demons or of God, according to Deut. 
xxxli, 17- 1 Cor. x. 20, aud It 1s cer¬ 
tainly startling to think that they are 
worshiping God, while ln truth lt Is 
the way of Cain, because Jesus Is not 
accepted as God, and God’s way of 
salvation ta Ignored. The only way 
of approach to God ta plainly taught 
In Gen. Ill, 21, as stated ln last week’s 
lesson. Both Cain and Abel aim all 
the other children and grandchildren 
of Adam and Eve knew the way for 
Adam would not fall to teach them, 
but some, like Abel, accepted God’s 
way, while others, like Cain, listened 
to the adversary and rejected the sac- 
rlfice and were therefore rejected by 
God. Cain and Abel are used as il¬ 
lustrations of all the rest. The Phar¬ 
isee amf publican of Luke xvill, 10-14, 
show the same contrast. AH who 
think that ‘hey are good enough and 
moral and honest gnd good citizen* 
and not ainnereCllko somo others, and 
go about to establish their own right¬ 
eousness and will not submit to the 
rlghteousnees of God (Rom x, 3) ara 
on the line of Cain.

to worship, God. Abel came In God’s 
appointed way with the sacrifice fdr 
sin, for “it ta the blood that ma’reth 
an atonement” and "without shedding 
of blood la no remission” (Lev. xvll. 
11; Heb. lx, 22). Cain brought n 
more beautiful offering than Abel, but 
there was no sacrifice for sin, uo shed¬ 
ding of blood, no submission or obed¬ 
ience to God. The one waa accepted, 
the other rejected, but how could they 
teir? As we search the Scriptures to 
see how God accepted sacrifice wa 
leum from I,ev. lx, 24; Judg. vi, 21; 

1 Kings xvill, 38; 11 Chron. vll, 1; 
that His method was to sbnd fire from 
heaven to consume the offering. 

As we see these two men aud their 
offerings In tbe presence of the 
flaming sword we must conclude that 
the fire touched Abel’s offering and 
consumed it, while Cain’s offering re¬ 
mained untouched. The sword..of di¬ 
vine justice demanding a sacrifice for 
sin la no doubt referred to ln Zech 
xill, 7, illustrated In Abraham with the 
fire and the knife, and ln the four pas¬ 
sages just referred to, and fulfilled on 
Golgotha. 

In the Lord's word to Cain In verse 
; 7 the words “Sin lleth at the door” 
Hre by Young translated “A sin offer¬ 
ing Is crouching.” He could easily 
have obtained a lamb for an offering, 
but that would have been an acknow¬ 
ledgment that his younger brother 
was right, and his pride and hU rebel¬ 
lious heart would not suffer him so to 
do. 8pe him by his lie to God In 
verse .9 .still further confessing him- 
tTlf a child of the devil, the father of 
lies (John vili, 44). By hla further 
word "Am I my brother’s keeper?" he 
represents all! who 'hare not for the 
welfare of others, but selfishly seek 
only their own. 

| In Ex. xli, 4. our neighbor Is the 
one with whom we can share the lamb; 

(in the good Samaritan story lt 1s the 
; one ln distress of any kind whom we 
may help. Note In verse 10 how the 
voice of his brother's blood cried un¬ 
to the Iterd, and what shall be said 
of the blood shed on Golgotha, which 
ls ever crying ln salvation for those 
who hoar, but ln vengeance for those 
who refuse? (11 Thess. I, 7, 8). May 
the two questions of Gen. lti, 9; lv, 9; 
hold us in the power of the Holy 
Spirit. “Where art thou?” “Where 
1s thy brother?” The only way ln 
which Cain could go out from tbe pre¬ 
sence of tbe Lord (verse 16) was by 
going away from the place of HI* 
manifested presence ln the garden of 
EdeD. 

Manitoba'* Crop Breaks Record 

Winnipeg.—fhe report of the pro- 
(vlnclal department of agriculture for 
the fiscal year ending November 30, 
1912, refers to the fact tha\ tne grain 
crop exceeds that of any previous 
year, the aggregate being overstwenty— 
two million bushels more than that of 
lost year, which was a record crop. 

The crop totalled 182,377,494 bush¬ 
els. 

While some of the wheat«In the 
eastern part of the province teas re¬ 
duced In grade by the unfavorable har¬ 
vest weather, the other portions of 
the province produced above an aver¬ 
age .sample. In 1912 this ’grain 
shows an average yield of Hl.y bush¬ 
el* per acre as compared with an av- 
i«ro(e of 18.29 a year ago.
